MANCHESTER MARKET 
: REPORT — 


‘° FAR EASTERN TRADE 
“Messrs. James F.. Hutton & Co. 
Ltd, Manchester,.in their report, dat- 
ed March 20, state:— 6 
‘Until the beginning of this week 
prices continued to rise steadily but 
then a reaction set in and during the 
past three davs Spot Cotton at Liver- 
pool has declined steadily. This sud- 
den fall in values is attributed to the 
better weather ‘reports which have 
been received from the growing areas 
just lately.. It is, however, very early 
just at present to pay any particular 
attention tothe material effects of 
thesé weather reports upon the new 
erop’s prospects, 

The Prices 

Experts are stil] of the opinion that 
eotton prices are on a very Jow level 
and market operatives would be well 
advised to cover’ their requirements, 
especially now that a check has been 
administered to the last bullish ten- 
dency of the market. Generally 
speaking the cifect of the e fluctua- 
tions during the week, has proved 
rather detrimental to business. -The 
majority of traders report that their 
turnover has been disappointing and 
although some manufacturers have 
expressed themselves satisfied with 
the amount of business that has come 
before them, others have scarcely hud 
any enquiries to attend to. The gen- 
eral demand has been rather patchy 
whilst the usual gap between ‘over- 
seas ‘buyers’ offers and manufactur- 
ers’ limits on this side has proved a 


stumbling block to the volume of ac- 
tual business which has resulted. 
Since the burning ‘of foreign cloth 
about a’ fortnight ago Calcutta has 
been very quiet, although a few offers 
have been dealt with. The Indian 
markets-on the whole have only en- 
quired on a small-scale. There have 
been a few lots of light goods and 
dhooties. taken for the up-country 
markets ,whilst offers have also been 
received for printed stvles. 
* From China 
The reports from China remain 
practically, unaltered and if the posi- 
tion is not entirely satisfactory there 
has certainly been -a renewed inter- 
est in the Shanghai Auctions during 
the week. The smaller Far Eastern 
markets have-forwarded quite’ an ap- 
preciable amount of cnquiry whilst 
|South America and the . Continent 
continue to be interested in special- 
ity styles. The Home trade ond 
Colonies, especially Australia, have 
bought. more freely. . 
“YEARLY AVERAGES 
The total of earnings.made by the 
famous rayon enterprise in the nine 
years from 1920 to 1928, inclusively, 
amounts to £38,865,639, giving an 
average of £3,762,848. In the same 
time depreciation and reserve alloca- 
tions amounted to £9,750,000, giving 
a total average yearly allocation of 
well over £1,000,000. The net profit 
matie. this year (£5,171,997) is equal 
to nearly 20 per cent, on the Ord. 
capital, and the carry-forward - at 
£1,394,716, and the allocation to re- 
serve £1,000,000, make a total equal 
to nearly 6 per cent. more. There 
has been a reactionary tendency: in 
récent markets, follawed by upward 
turns, which leave them at a shade 
over 4%. At about 3% per cent, 
tax free, the yield is not so attrac- 
tive, but the advice to buy Courtaulds 
now is good, with the oversens and 
general world demand for textiles in- 
creasing. In particular the decision

_ PRUSTHEATED PLOT IN 
GHAI 


LOCAL PIRACY RECALLED 


The aftermath, ‘ofthe plot to pirate 
the N.K.K. ss. ““Luishan | Maru,” 
which wag averted at the N.Y.K. Poo- 
tung wharf, Shanghai, was heard be- 
fore Judge Wong.and Mr. Burdett. at 
the Provisional Court last Saturday 
when after a protracted sitting dur- 
ing which all 18 accused pleaded 
guilty to participation, the case was 
remanded a fortnight for an additional 
hearing. 

The. case was marked by almost 
sensational disclosures of certain of 
those in custady who stated they were 
all Cantonese’. and had been. lured 
north. through fabulous promises of 
what the ‘Whangpoo held in the way 
of shins to be pirated. One of. the 
number gave evidence that he had 
been édficerned in ithe piracy last 
year of one of Messrs. Butterfield & 


Swire’s steamers near Hong Kong and |. 


that the same gang was behind the 
provosed piracy of the “Luishan 
Maru” He said that nearly a score 
of the mambers of the gang ebetted 
by their women folk: had ‘booked pass- 
ages on the ship and had already. 
smuggled eight pistols and over 300 
rounds’ of ammunition. aboard. before 
they were detected by the police. 

When arrested the man appeared to 
be. innocently carrying two packages. 
of raisins of a widely advertised 
brand, and investigation disclosed that 
the cardboard box contained 100 
rounds of 32 calibre bullets.

“Modern Churchman” to the series of, 


addresses by eminent clerics on the subject of “Modern Christianity 


and. Religion”:— - 


But.to turn mow to the other 
question. Can we believe that there: 
was a-Jesus of History, or was He 
a myth?. This question has been 
discussed on and off for the last one 
thundred and forty years in France, 
Germany, England and America. 
There was a notable controversy on 
this point in Germany and. England 
in the, first two decades of this 
century. It raised its head in Eng- 
Jand with J. “M.; Robertson's 
Christianity and Mythology publish- 


issorical Christ (an investigation 


Dr. A. Drews, and Prof. W. B. 
Smith) published by the Rationalist 
Press in 1914. -In Germany it begati 
with Kalthaff in 1908, and Maaren- 
precher; Kautsky, Jensen, W. B. 
Smith, Drews, Stendel, Lublinski, 
W. Schultz -and others contributed 
volumes to it in favour of the mytho- 
logical view, while Holtzmann; 
Wernle, von Soden, Julicher, Weinel, 
J. Weiss and a number of other 
acholars contributed volumes in 
favour of the historic view. I men- 
tion [these names to indicate the 
magnitude. of the subject and the 
interest it aroused. It is a matter 
with which’ Christian teachers 
should ‘be acquainted, for the mytho- 
logical view was put fofward*with a 
great display of erudition, notably 
in certain cases by leaders of the 
gocial-democratic movement, -and it 
thas become popular, with many 
educated men of ‘the artizan class, 
and although, as we ‘hold, the conten- 
tions of the mythologiats were con- 


: clusively answered, the answers are 


not known in circles where the 
mythological volumes were read or 


tt to 
people, when we have a whole liter- 
ature like our Four Gospels and the 
other writings of the New Testa- 
ment, which. assume as absolutely 
certain the existence of the historic 
Jesus and tell ua a great deal about 
Him, that anyone can doubt that. He 
was an historic peysonage. It seems 
equally strange, ‘when we have a 


’ great institution like the Christian 


Church, which commemorates Tis 
shameful death in its chief sacra- 
mental rite and His resurrection on 
its weekly sacred day, that anyone 
can doubt that He was crucified. It 
seems.almost equally significant that 
2 while the Jews, who were the bitter- 
est “opponents of the Christian 
Church, contradicted many. thiags 
the Christians taught about Jesus— 
denying His virgin birth. His sin- 
Jéssness, the resurrection of His- 
body, ete—they never denied His 
being an historie person. 
Non-Christian Evidence _ 

Tt is the weaknesa of non-Christian 
evidence to the existence of Jesus 
which has lent strength to the 
mythological theory, On several 
occasions at the Girton Conferenee 
reference was made to the testi- 
mony of Josephus. Josephus was 
‘born of a high-priestly family in 
Jerusalem in $8 A.D. He witnessed 
the awful carnage of the Roman- 
Jewish war, wher’ Jerusalem was 
destroyed in 70 A.D. He was intense- 
‘ly interested in Judaism; he was 4 
profound student of it;,and he was 
also one of the great historians of 
antiquity. He wrote the Jewteh his- 
tory of his own times, yet. it is very 
doubtful if he ever refers in his 
svritings to Jesus. Renan believed 
that he did, but it ie thought by many 
that the passages have been inter- 
polated. The first undoubted non- 
Christian testimony to Jesus is by 
“Tacitus, who lived about 52 a.D. to 
120 av. ‘He was ‘the great his- 
‘torian of Impertal Rome. He writes 
‘in bis Annals XV, iv, 4: 


1913). 


Yes, we know Him very ° 


they were persons who were very 
well. known. to his readers. The 
descendants of these ‘brethren. of 
the Lord,’ according to the great 
Church ‘historian, Eusebius, the 
friend of “Constantine the Great, 
survived for several generations in 
a humble condition. It is -impos- 
sible to account for these brethren 
of Jesus if He Himself were not a 
human being. : 7 

Those who wish to read the argu- 
ment against the mythological achool 
ean find it accurately ‘and justly 
presented. in four books in the Eng- 
lish tongue: the first two by 
Englishmen, the third by an 
American, the. fourth by a German. 
(1) The Historic Christ, by F. C. 
Conybeare (Watts and Co, 1914) 5. 
(2) Jesus the Christ: Historical or 
Mythical? by T. J. Thorburn (T. & T. 
Clark, 1912); (3) The Historicity of 
Jesus, by S. J. Case (University of 
Chicago. Press, 1912); (4) Whet ie 
the Truth about Jesus Christ? by 
Friedrich Loofs (T. & T. Clark, 
I would fain add a fifth 
document, the chapter (iv) entitled 
‘Jesus of Nazareth’ in that most 
brilliant: and enthralling of all 
Professor Glover’s . writings, The 
Conflict of Religions in the Early 
Roman Empire (Methuen, 1909), It 
does not treat the mythological 
issue, but it ‘gives. the .ineffaceable 
impression to its reader, such as he 
derives from the careful compara- 
tive study of the Synoptic Gospels, 
that he is walking on the solid 
ground ‘of historical fact. As he 
rises from its peruga) and from that 
of the Synoptists, he can put to 
himself Weinel’s question and will 
feel himself able to answer it in 
Weinel’a way: ‘Do-we know Jesus? 
Al indeed? 

Dismissed as Grot, que 
This passage from Weinel is only 


cited from Schweitzer. (Knowledge 
in Weinel’s sense is kennen, 
connaitre; in Schweitzer’s wissey, 
savoir). We may dismiss the 
mythological Jesus theory with the 
remark that it seems as grotesque to 
the scholarly student of the New 
Testament as Anglo-Israelism does 
to the critical scholar of the Old 
Testament.

Dr. Cannon {s 
to be commended upon writing 
such a useful article, which will 
no doubt come asa boon and a 
blessing to those who wish to 
hurriedly gain an efficient know- 
ledge of this vast subject, to save 
themselves. from “dropping a 
brick” on occasions when the doc- 
tor or student is required .to air 
his knowledge on lunacy. The 
style is authoritative, lucid, mile- 
stoned, and classical. -
